probably three lives. 


One policeman, John Powell, was shot and 
killed instantly, while another was wounded 
mortally by Capt. James M. Brown, a Texan 
of wide renown, who had a large stable of 
runners at the track. Brown in turn was shot 
down and killed almost instantly by Officer 
Henry L. McDowell, who had just received

3 „A Shot Is Heard. 


As the wagons were ready to depart with 
_ the prisoners the ‘shrill noiss of the police 


whistle was heard coming from the direction 
of the southwest portion of the park. Then a 
“shot was heard. There was more blowing of 
Whistles and then more firing, and Inspector 


| ‘Lewis ordered his men, most of whom had 


returned to the wagons, to hurry to the 
scene of the alarm. The biuecoats sped away 


: readilg. They knew there was mischief in 


‘the ait; for they had heard threats that 
‘their efforts to arrest James M. Brown, whose 
Stables were located near the southwest gate, 
would be met with force. They knew that 
bad a record, earned as Sheriff in 
Texas, of twelve notches on his gun, and it 
Was known that he had boasted within twen- 
ty-four hours that he would shoot down any 
officer who attempted to arrest him, to. enter 
his stabies, or to take away any of his em- 
ployés. As 200 police started away from the 
grand stand a bookmaker, who was in captivi- 
ty, cried out from one of the wagons: 
That sounds like Jim Brown’s gun.“ 
Frightened stable boys, hostlers, and hang- 
ers-on came running from the south, secking 
‘the protection of the police and announcing 
that a fearful fight was on on the prairie out- 
side the southern wall of the racing park. 


Half way down to the gate the police heard 


the firing as it became more rapid and they 
beat and knocked men outof their way as 
they went to the rescue. They raced along on 
top of the stables, climbed the high fences, 


and went straignt after three or four officers 


who were pursuing a little man in a gray suit. 
It was Capt. Jim Brown trying to add to his 
reputed desperate Texas record. Other fugi- 
tives had scattered to the east and west along 
the praifies, and officers started after them, 
while a seore continued in the chase of 
Brown. At Flournoy street Brown halted, 


took deliberate aim at the closest of his pur- 


guers, fired, and then turned and ran again, 
and disappeared behind a little group of 
houses near Jan Huss avenue and Flournoy 


street. 
He Auswers with His Gun. 


A policeman in the lead cried gut to Brown 
to put up his gun aud quit shooting, and sev- 
eral more policemen fired into the air, 
thinking to cower Brown and at the same time 
keep back the cruwd of citizens which, had 
Joined in the pursuit. 

_ . Brewn’s only answerfas he came out from 
the shelter of the little houses, was to fire

Brown Shoots His Victim Again. 
Powell fell back on the prairie. He had re-

his victim; looked into the dying eyes, placed

Brown’s Awful Death Struggle. 

McDowell fell on the sidewalk, but quickly 
rose again and ran around the corner of Jan 
Huss avenue, where he half tumbled into the 
gutter. Other officers who came up cared for 
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him in every possible way, while u hundred 
bluecoata surrounded Brown, every one of 
them with the gleam of the desire for venge- 
ance in his eyes. Other officers had cared 
for and placed in a comfortable position on 
the sidewalk poor Powell, in whose throat the 
death rattle was already heard. He was un- 
conscious and died almost before the smoke 
of the revolver that had been in such 
active play on the prairie had vanished. 
Several of his companions stood guard over 
his body, while the others joined the throng 
which surrounded the Texan who was making 
as strong a struggle for life as any man could 
whose heart had been grazed by a bullet. His 
pale face was turned towards thesky and his little 
frame, for the man only weighed 135 pounds, 
quivered with the agony he was undergoing. 
He had fallen right in his tracks and his slouch 
hat was still half fastened on his head. Drops of 
blood were coming through a little hole in his 
shirt right above his heart, and in one of his 
spasms he half spat out a quantity of blood, 
some of which trickled over his face. He was 
conscigus when he first fell, but only for an 
instant, and he tried to speak, probably some 
word of defiance and hatred for his enemies, 
the police, for there was a bitter glare in his 
eyes as he rolled them from one side to an- 
other as if attempting the recognition of some 
one in the crowd. 

The pistol with which he had killed Powell 
and wounded McDowell was lying by his right 
hand. It was a great 44-caliber, self-acting 
weapon, with pearl handle, and of the kind 
that helped to fill the earlier graveyards of 
Texas. All its chambers were empty, but it 
was just as well, for the man who had used it 
gave one great struggle and passed away. He 
died with his boots on, but as one of his 
friends said afterwards: 

„ believe if he had had his choice of the 
manner of death he would have taken it just 
as it came, and we must at least give him 
credit for the game fight be made against 
great odds. ! 

McDowell Taken to the Hospital. 

Before Brown died the patrol wagen had 
called at the scene and hurried away towards 
the County Hospital, its crew offering tender 
duties to McDowell, who was failing rapidly. 
Another patrol wagon came along and six of- 
ficers lifted into it the body of Powell, which 
was taken home. 

The officers who crowded around Brown 
sought to secure no services of a physician 
for him. His head was allowed to rest on the 
hard ground. There were no words of pity 
for him, for the resentment the bluecoate felt 
over the slaughter of one of their number ia 
so merciless a way was strong in their hearts. 
The first policemen to arrive were actually as 
fierce as lions that have just tasted blood, and 
only the coolness of some few of them saved 
a repetition of the cruel thing that Brown had 
done to Powell after that officer had fallen 
fatally wounded. Two officers were compelled 
to restrain one brother officer who insisted 
that Brown should be treated just as he had 
treated Powell. 

** Isaw him myself,” said the angry officer, 
% run up after Powell was dead, stoop over 
him like a wild beast, put that big gun of his 


in his mouth, and fire. You can go and see 


for yourselves. He nearly burned the face off 
him with the powder which sent the bullet 
through Powell’s head.” 

It is true, said another officer. “‘I saw 
him do it, too. He hadn’t abit of mercy on 
him and he don’t deserve any mercy from us. 
He never had any mercy on anybody. I 
knew him. He killed a dozen men in Texas. 

And the big biuecoat stooped as if it would 
be great satisfaction to him to throttle the 
man who just at that moment gave a con- 
vulsive shudder and died. 

When the People Learned the News. 

There was some delay in securing another 
patrol-wagon, and during it hundreds of the 
men who had been driven out of Garfield 
Park by the police began coming across the 
prairie confident that all danger was over and 
anxious to hear the results of the battle to 
which they had listened from afar. 

Ine patrol-wagon was just carrying Powell’s 
body away as the advance guard of this con- 
tingent came tramping over the prairie. One 
of the number made .sneering remarks 
about the dead officer; He was sorry 
for it a minute later, for he was seized 
by a dozen angry officers and beaten and 
handled in rather a rough manner. Others

Blume’s court at the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion in the trial of the thirty-three Garfield 
Park officials and employés arrested in the 
police raid of Friday. 

In the course of the proceedings Mayor 
Washburne was put upon the stand and in ef- 
fect testified that Chief McClaughry had told 
him that James E. Burke, Ed Corrigan’s part- 
ner in the Hawthorne track, would give 
$50,000 to the Republican campaign fund if 
the city authorities would close the Garfiela 
Park track. 

This was seized upon with great glee by the 
attorneys for the Garfield Park club as an at- 
tempt of the Chief tu bribe the Mayor. 

Chief McClaughry Denies It. 

Chief McClaughry was then called into the 
room and put upon the stand. Being, 80 far 
as the prosecution knew, in ignorance of the 
testimony given by Mayor Washburne, Chief 
McClaughry swore that he had never made 
the statement in question in the form given it 
by the Mayor. He said frankly that the sub- 
ject in a general way had been mentioned be- 
tween them. What he did say to the Mayor 
was in the course of ordinary conversation 
and was that he had heard gossip to the effect 
that the Garfield Park club people would give 
$50,000 if allowed to run the race track, and 
that he guessed, on the other hand, that the 
Hawthorne people would give about as much 
to have Gartield Park shut up. 

These statements, more or less contradicto- 
ry on their face, are construed by the Gar. 
field Park people and their attorneys to con- 
stitute perjury on the part of either the Mayor 
or his Chief of Police. It is needless to say 
that their souls immediately overflowed with 
joy, and they jubilantly cried: ‘** McClaughry 
must go; the Mayor will cut his head off 
forthwith.” In fact, early last evening the re- 
port was circulated that the Mayor had sum 
marily removed his Chief of Police, and that 
McClaughry was to be arrested for perjury. 

While the enemies of both men amplify the 
charge of perjury their friends make light of 
the apparent discrepancy in their testimony 
and say that there is no more difference than“ 
may happen whenever two men try to relate a 
conversation. To clinch this view they call 
attention to the fact that the Mayor emphatic- 
ally said on the stand that McClaughry’s ut- 
terance was not in the way of a serious propo- 
sition, but merely in the way of narrative. 

The Mayor gives no hint of his intention in 
respect to his Chief of Police, McClaughry 
says he will not resign. 

In the meantime the death of three men is 
the result of yesterday’s raid on Garfield Park, 
as described elsewhere, Last night the Gar- 
field Park people issued their entry list as 
usual and declared they would race today. If 
they do the police wili raid them again. 

The Mayor Tells of $50,000, 

A large crowd of uninterested persons heard 
the evidence that has since caused so much 
talk. Justice Blume’s court was crowded al- 
most to the exclusion of officers. When the 
cases against the thirty-three .Garfield Park 
emplayés were called, Alexander Sullivan 
said he had subpoenaed Mayor Washburne, 
Chief MeClaughry, and Corporation Counsei 
Miller for the defense. The three witnesses 
were sworn despite feeble protests from the 
prosecution. The Mayor was called to the 
witness stand and the Chief was asked to leave 
the room while Mr. Washburne gave his testi- 
mony. Mr. Miller remained. The attorney 
asked, Was a proposition ever made to you 
to close up Garfield Park!?“ 

Must I answer?” asked the Mayor, appeal- 
ing to the court. 

“Yes, It is relevant,“ was the answer. 

„Some weeks ago,”’ replied Mr. Washburne, 
„Maj. McClaughry came to my office and 
asked what I thought of an offer made by 
James Burke at the Hawthorne track to give 
$50,000 to the Republican campaign fund if 
Garfield Park could be closed. I told him the 
proposition could not be considered. He 
agreed and the subject was dropped.”’ 

Do you think the Major brought the sub- 
ject up as a serious proposition?“ asked Mr. 
Bliss. 

Most emphatically no. He told of the 
matter more as a narrative. 

“ Were you informed of the intended raid 
of Friday? 

56 No.“ 

Did you ever hear anything further of the 
$50,000 proposition? 

No; the Major never again mentioned the 
subject. 

It Is Denied by McClaughry. 

Mr. Miller was called, but gave but little 
information. The surprise was in store in the 
chief’s evidence. After preliminary questions 
the following dialogue was listened to with in- 
terest by those present: 

Do you know James Burke?“ 

IT have known him for fifteen years.“ 

Did Burke ever suggest to you that the 
Hawthorne people would give $50,000 to have 
the Garfield track closed up?“ 

“No, sir; he never did.“ 

„Did you talk to the Mayor about Burke’s 
proposition to give $50,000 to the campaign 
fund if the Garfield track were closed?’’ 

No, sir.“ 

The following statement was made by Maj. 
McClaughry on eross- examination: 

I merely gathered the idea from the gen- 
eral gossip about the City-Hall and among the 
newspaper reporters that if the stories con- 
cerning the willingness of the Garfield people 
to pay $50,000. to be let alone were true the 
other fellows—the Corrigan crowd—would 
undoubtedly be willing to give an equal 
amount to have the, Garfield fellows closed 
up.“ eet 

Now. do you swear that you did not state 
to the Mayor that Mr. Burke had suggested to 
you that the Hawthorne people would give 
$50,000 to the Republican campaign fund if 
Garfield Park were closed?’’ 

“T do. 

Did you make any intimation of the prop- 
osition or suggestion in connection with Mr. 
Burke’s name? 

„No, sir.“ 

** How did you hear that the Garfield people 
were willing to pay $50,000 to secure im- 
munity?’ 

„O, from common talk floating about. The 
newspaper men who came into my office said 
something about it. I can’t tell who said it.“ 

Continued questioning resulted only in a re- 
peated denial by the Chief of the Burke story. 

Sullivan and MeClaughry had a short and 
sharp tilt during the examination. McClaugh- 
ry was aboutto make some remark and re- 
ferred to his reputation for courage, when Mr. 
Sullivan added: 

And religious piety, Major.“ ä 

The Chief turned his eyes, blazing with an- 
ger, on the lawyer. 

“I would like you to hold your tongue, sir.“ 
he said. “I came here to testify, not to sub- 
mit to insults or outrages at your hand, sir.“ 

I did not intend——” began Mr. Sullivan, 
but the Major cut him short with: 

Then shut your mouth. You should have 
enough to care for your own piety.”’

McClaughry in his testimony made statements 
that were apparently in direct conflict with the 
evidence he had given. Mr. Washburne was 
shown the-following paragraph from an after- 
noon paper and was asked if he was quoted

The Tragedy More Important. 

Supt. McClaughry was exceedingly careful 
as to what he said about the conflict of testi- 
mony between himself aud the Mayor. He 
would not comment on the matter or explain 
it farther than to recite fis testimony. ER 

„ did not hear the Mayor testify, he said, 
and have only hurriedly glanced at the even- 
ing papers. Mayor Washburne is my superior. 
I have not seen him since I wasin court, and 
will not discuss that point. Supposing the re- 
port is correct, that matter is of exceedingly 
small consequence compared with the grave 
affair at Garfield Park this afternoon. The 
resistance and the boldness manifested, by 
those connected with the race track make the 
path of duty for this department exceedingly 
plain; and I will not consider any other mat- 
ter until I have suppressed the law-breaking 
that is going on. 

“T have scarcely given the events of the 
court-room a thought since the raid took 
place ana the cruel murder of the two police- 
men who were executing their duty. A des- 
perate effort is being made to violate the law 
and every known influence is being brought 
to bear to break down the department and 
prevent the execution of the law. 

„1 have not heard much of the details of 
the shooting, but according to the informa- 
tion at hand those officers were shot down in 
cold blood. There will be no letup on the 
part of the police until that racing club is 
made to comply with the law.“ 

Has Mayor Washburne requested you to 
resign?’’ the Superintendent was asked, It 
is so reported on the street. 

He has not. I have not seen the Mayor or 
had any communication with him since his 
return from the Justice court this morning. I 
do not understand that he has been in his 
office this afternoon.”’ 

Do you intend to resign, Major, if it is 
true that there is a conflict between your evi- 
dence and that of the Mayor!“ 

McClaughry Will Not Resign. 

Ido not admit that there is a conflict; 
but I want it understood that I do not intend 
to resign. This is no time for me to be show- 
ing the white feather. The people of Chicago 
want the laws enforced and they care little as 
to a so-called conflict between myself and 
Mayor Washburne. I propose to do every- 
thing in my power to see that they ate exe- 
cuted, and will pursue the line of my duty as 
it appears to me. 

The Superintendent was asked asto the 
conversation between himself and the Mayor 
over which there seems to be some difference 
of opinion. He said: I was in the Mayor’s 
office and Mr. Washburne and I were talking 
over some of the reports in the newspapers 
and this trouble with the Garfield Park club 
people, I told him of some of the rumors I 
had heard. He said the discussions in the 
newspapers bothered him a good deal. I said 
ves, if you close the Garfield track they will 
say the administration was paid by Haw- 
thorne, and if it is allowed to run they will say 
that the Garfield people put up the money.’ 
In a laughing sort of a way he said: You 
cah get as much for doing your duty as 
you can for not doingit.’ I told him that such 
reports were silly, and in speaking of the 
rumors told him that it was claimed the ad- 
ministration had received all the way from 
$30,000 to $50,000.

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tlement is effected by a majority so large that it 
will be tantamount to general acquiescence. The 
Republicans are aggressive on this subject. Two 
years ago they passed a general enactment known 
as the McKinley tariff, which for a time failed to 
meet with popular approval and was re 
garded with a certain degree of distrust 
by those who had always upheld the protective 
system. But a powerful reaction has come in 
consequence of the vindication of the McKinley 
tariff by experience. It is found to have worked 
admirably, and within the last year has produced 
a greater volume of business, internal and ex- 
ternal, export and import, than the United 
States ever transacted before. Notwithstand- 
ing the character and extent of the op- 
position to it, agriculture is remunerative, 
manufactures are prosperous and commerce is 
more flourishing than at any previous time—thus 
vindicating the McKinley tariff by an impressive 
and undeniable series of facts. Against this tariff 
the Democratic party have taken a position 
almost without parallel in the history of the 
country. They. reject en the doctrine cf 
protection, pronounce it a fraud, and anathema- 
tine it generally. A resolution to this effect was 
adopted by the Democratic convention against 
the report of the Committee on Resolutions by a 
two-thirds vote, thus manifesting the intelligent 
participation of every man in the convention. 
Sometimes a resolution may be adopted in haste, 
or just when the convention is adjourning it may 
fail to receive the attention of the members, but 
this resolution was debuted, pro and con, adopted 
after a contest, and was perfectly understood by 
the members of the convention. It is contained 
in these words: 

We denounce the Republican protection as a 
fraud upon the labor of the great majority of the 
American people for the benefit of a few. We de- 
clare it a fundamental principle of the Demo- 
cratic party that the Federal Government has no 
constitutional power to impose and collect tariff 
duties except for the purpose of revenue only. 
We demand that the collection of such taxes be 
limited to the necessities of the government when 
honestly and economically administered.” 

Is Calhoun’s Nullification Plank. 


If any one will take the trouble to read the res- 
olutions by which Mr. Calhoun sought to defend 
his nullification scheme in 1833 he will find the 
tariff platform of the Democratic party in gen- 
eral harmony therewith; andif he examines the 
subject further he will discover that the duties in 
the compromise tariff which reconciled Mr. Cal- 
houn and appeased his angry followers in South 
Carolina were of a more comprehensive character 
than those contemplated in the Democratic reso- 
lution of 1892. 

The Democrats are in the habit of naming Jef- 
ferson as the founder of their party; and yet, on 
the subject of tariff they are in radical opposition 
to the principles laid down by Jefferson. To- 
wards the close of his administration the revenue 
from the tariff on imports produced a considera- 
ble surplus, and the question was what should be 
done. Should the tariff be reduced or 
should this surplus be maintained? Jefferson 
pointedly asked: Shall we suppress the imposts 
and give that advantage to foreign over domestic 
manufactures?’ For himself he recommended 
that “the imposts be maintained,” and that 
the surplus created should be appropriated to 
the improvement of roads, canals, rivers, and 
education. 

It the Constitution did not give sufficient power 
to warrant these appropriations Jefferson went 
so far as to recommend that it be amended. This 
presents the strongest condition of affairs upon 
which a protective tariff can be justified, and 
Jetferson did not hesitate to recommend it. The 
Democrats of the present day, it is needless to 
say, are in direct opposition to the policy which 
Jefferson thus outlined and adhered to, 

Explains the Reciprocity Scheme, 


When the principle of reciprocal trade was first 
proposed to be introduced into the tariff system 
the Democrats showed a most generous appreci- 
ation of the question, and gave it their support as 
long as Republicans refused to accept it, but when 
Republicans came to approve of it the Demo- 
cratic support vanished, and instead of favor- 
ing wo find the Democratic National convention 
passing a resolution hostile tothe system. But 
in spite of Democratic opposition we have at- 


_tained, through reciprocity, a new and valuable 


trade and the system has demonstrated its many 
advantages. Wewere about to declare sugar, 
molasses, coffee, and hides free of ali duties in 
the McKinley bill, but instead of that we passed a 
law by which we asked the several nations inter- 
ested what they would give to have those 
articles made free. We found that the 
privileges which we were about to give without 
cost and without charge would secure a large 
trade in Brazil, in Cuba, and Puerto Rico, in the 
Windward and Leeward Islands, in British 
Guiana and Jamaica, San Domingo, and the five 
Central American States, and to a minor degree 
in Austria, France, and Germany—all in exchange 
for the articles which we had intended to 
gPatuitously admit, 

The free list of the McKinley tariff is larger in 
the number of articles and in the aggregate 
amount of their import value than the dutiable 
list. What would have been the result to the 
United States if every article, before it was put 
on the free list, had been made the sub: 
ject of inquiry to see what we could 
get in exchange for it?- We omitted 
to do so for many years, and that 
neglect has cost the government advantages 
ip trade which would have amounted to tens of 
millions of dollars. This is the whole of the reci- 
procity scheme. It is very plain and very simple. 
It secures a valuable trade in exchange for arti- 
cles otherwise destined to be put on the free list. 
The Democratic party think they can discredit 
it and they make the effort, apparently for the 
unpatriotic reason that they did nct originate it.

Clark, it seemed, went 
to Bay St. Louis with Jimmy Colville and 
Roche, and Kennedy accused him of favoring 
McAuliffe and refused to allow him to keep 
time for Myer. The result was some hot 
words passed between the pair and the split- 
up followed. Clark placed $400 of the $1,000 
he withdrew from the stake on the combina- 
tion McAuliffe, Dixon, and Corbett, getting 6 
to 1 for it.

SECRETARY HARRITY’S CLEVER GAME 


He Proposes a Defective Ballot—Pennsyl- 
vania’s Electoral Vote Endangered. 
Harnissure, Pa., Sept. 6,—/{Special.]— 
Chairman Harrity is credited with being a 
smooth politician, but the Republican leaders 
in this State are cognizant of a clever game 
he is playing, which they will try to cir- 
cumvent. Under the new Ballot law the bal- 
lot is required to be cast asa whole with a 
mark opposite the name of the candidate 
voted for.

REBELLION AGAINST THE SLATE. 


The Harmony Committee’s Work Is Re- 
ceived with a Vigorous Protest. 

There was a long, loud, vigorous, and vehe- 
ment protest all day yesterday against the 
Harmony committee’s ticket which was print- 
ed exclusively in Tus Trisunz in the morn- 
ing. The correctuess of the ticket was ad- 
mitted. The candidates whose names did not 
appear on it were furious. ‘They denounced 
the members of the Harmony committee, the 
Mayor, and Sheriff Gilbert especially, and 
vowed that the slate would have to be broken. 
They ran around among their friends and 
sought comfort and support in their revolt 
against the slate. They tried to make a com- 
bination, and it may be that they have suc- 
ceeded. There was an especially vigorous 
bolt against the nominations for Judges. 

It was accounted a serious blunder that the 
name of no German-American appeared in 
the list. The Democrats, who have“ placed a 
German-American name at the head of their 
State ticket and at the head of their county 
ticket, have .ominated two German-Americans 
for Judges. It was denounced .as a blunder 
almost as bad as a crime that no German- 
American was named amoung the Republican 
judicial list. The German-American Union 
at its meeting at the Grand Pacific Hotel pro- 
tested against it, and resolved to send a 
committee of remonstrance to the 
leaders. This. committee will present 
the name of Fred W. Forch. Thereis no doubt 
at all that the judicial slate will be broken, 
and it is entirely probable that Mr. Forch’s 
name will appear in the list of successful 
candidates. Mr. Gibbons’ friends were also 
actively at work and his. name may also be 
among the winners. The middle West Side 
wards that had no 41 in the con- 
ference will insist oa Edmund Burke, and the 
friends of the two outgoing Judges are ag- 
gressively active. The Harmony committee’s 
slate for Judges cannot stand. It will be 
certainly broken. 

There was not so much objection to other 
portions of the ticket. Gustaf Nelson, who 
was lisappointed in the matter of the Coroner- 
ship, was around early protesting against 
Samuel Erickson asa representative of the 
Swedish-American Republicans.

Philip Chattre, or Chater, who is alleged to 
have swindied numerous Wall street and so- 
ciety people out of small amounts by forging 
letters asking for loans, has been held in 
$1,500 bail for the grand jury. Chater has 
used every possible means to shield his 
friends. He concealed his identity as far as 
possible. His brother is Nathaniel Chater of 
tne firm of Treman & Tyler at No. 146 Br ad- 
way. He was weil known in financial circles 
at one time, was a member of the firm of 
King Jr. & Co,, brokers. Mr. King is married 
to a sister of the Chaters, and he with the two 
Chaters comprised the firm. It suspended 
over a year ago, and the greater part of the 
time since that event Philip Chater had been 
out of work and money. 

Continuance of Gold Exports. 

While he was at the Custom-House today 
Secretary of the Treasury Foster was asked 
about the continuance of gold exports. The 
Secretary said that he had expected them to 
stop some time ago. The balance of trade 
last year was $202,000,000 in favor of this 
country. American tourists abroad spent 
$100,000,000; this country lost $20,000,000 in 
freights to foreign vessels; and $25,000,000 
more, he believed, was represented by under- 
valuations. As to the ance of the $202,- 
000,000 he would not attempt to give an ex- 
planation. 

Plan to Kill the Emperor of China, 

Chief Special Treasury Agent Whitehead 
of the custom house has had translated two 
documents found on Chinamen arrested on 
the frontier. One of them is a certificate of 
membership in a society organized for the 
purpose of murdering the present Emperor of 
China, giving the name and objects of the so- 
ciety, the name of the member, and his signa- 
ture signed with his own blood. 

Was Murdered for His Money. 

All evidence points to the theory that the 
man whose body was found in the woods of 
New Utrecht was murdered for his money. 
The murdered man was identified this even- 
ing as Lazarus Isaacenstock. Isaacenstock 
came to this country early in August, presum- 
ably from Russia, bringing from $3,000 to 
$5,000 with him. 


MICHIGAN MILL HANDS WILL STRIKE. 


Expected That a General Shut-Down Will 
Follow Their Action. 

Megnomingez, Mich., Sept. 6.—[{Special. |— 
Six or seven hundred mill laborers from 
Mariuette, headed by a brass band and carry- 
ing torches, banners, and transparencies, 
marchéd through Mengminee today and in- 
vited the men employed on this side of the 
river to join them in a strike for an increase of 
wages and a reduction in the working hours. 
Common mill hands now receive $1.25 per day 
for ten hours’ work. A committee has been 
appointed to wait on the superintendent of 
Marinette mills asking for $1.50 for eight 
hours. If this is not granted by 6 o’clock to- 
morrow morning a general strike will follow. 
The move is considered ill-timed, as the mills 
will close down and not start again this fall. 
As the pockets are full of logs the winter cut 
will be limited in consequence. 

Hovaearon, Mich., Sept. 6.—The men em- 
ployed by the Atlantic Copper Mining com- 
pany have struck for higher pay, and as the 
price of copper does not warrant the increase 
the mine has been closed down until the men 
return to work at their old wages. Three 
hundred men are in the strike. The Penin- 
sula mine has been closed down and 200 men 
are out of work. ‘

Among the number were six Cath- 
olics. The Catholics have recently built a 


» parochial school here and have been quite hos- 


tile to the public schools. The priest openly 
antagonized them and ordered Catholic child- 
ren not to attead them. In response to the 
general feeling the school board at the August 
meeting reconsidered its former action. drop- 
ping all but two of the Catholic teachers and 
made contracts with others.

Every Ward Has Its Pet Candidate, and 
Trading Becomes General—Lively Con- 
tests in Some Places and the Utter Ab- 
sence of Excitement in Others—Lorimer 
Has His Own Way in the Tenth—O' Neill 
and Murphy Defeated—Complete List of 
the Various Delegates Elected. 

The Republican primaries passed off quiet- 
ly yesterday, as was generally anticipated, 
though in some of the Wards there were spir- 
ited contests. The regular tickets won as 
a rule. Trading was freely indulged in, every 
district in every ward having some favorite 
son for whom the voters were willing and 
anxious to trade any one else on the ticket.

Of course this would include a 
pledge that the United States should continue 
its present purchases of silver and not repeal 
the act of 1890 which provided for the pur- 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces per month. 


WHAT THE PRESIDENT SAYS ABOUT REC- 
IPROCITY. 5 

The attention of the intelligent part of the 
public is respectfully asked to that portion of 
President Harrison’s letter in which he refers 
to reciprocity in trade and the benefits which 
the American people have already derived 
from it. The policy is now in practical opera- 
tion with five different nations of Central and 
South America, San Doin ingo, the Spanish 
and British West India Islands, and with Ger- 
many and Austria. The removal of the duty 
on sugar and the continuance of tea and cof- 
fee on the free list not only give great relief 
to our own people by cheapening these prom- 
inent articles of universal consumption in the 
household, but are of such enormous advan- 
tage to the countries exporting them as to sug- 
gest that in consideration thereof reciprocal 
favors should be shown in their tariffs to 
articles exported by us to their markets. 

We have only just begun to realize the ben- 
‘efit of these reciprocal trade arrangements, 
but the results thus far attained are such as to 
establish in popular favor the policy of recip- 
rocal trade based on the free importation of 
non-competitive articles in exchange for the 
free or favored introduction of our products 
into other countries. ‘The statistics show that 
our trade to the close of last June with all the 
countries that have made reciprocal arrange- 
ments with us has increased 23.78 per cent, 
while the exports of Great Britain to the 
Latin countries during last year decreased 
$23,750,000, and this is stated by English au- 
thority to be directly due to the reciprocity 
policy of the United States. Other countries{in 
Europe have shown their startled apprecia- 
tion of the fact that anew and vigorous con- 
testant has appeared in the battle of the mar- 
kets and has already secured important ad- 
vantages. There is every prospect that these 
will be markedly increased. 

The intelligent reader is asked to contrast 
this with the stupid Democratic policy, which 
is to throw open all our ports to the foreign- 
ers, quite regardless of what discriminating 
tariffs they may impose upon our products in 
their home markets. In short the Demo- 
cratic declarations of policy demand that we 
shall do just as England does, in her anxiety 
to get cheap food and cheap raw materials, 
and the pernicious activity of the Democrats 
in, assaulting the Republican reciprocity 
policy has for its reason the fact that what 
they object tois not based on the English 
model.

an, to vote for State and local officers) ; if, in a 
word, voting for President and Congressmen 
were as free in Alabama as it is in Illinois, in 
Mississippi as it is in Magsachusetts, in South 
Carolina as in Ohio, the result would nave been 
that Mr. Blaine in 1884, Mr. Harrison in 1888 
and again in 1892 would have carried 
South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, 
and Mississippi, and that the contest would 
have been exceedingly close in Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, and Arkansas. With as fair a vote in 
Virginia as in Massachusetts and in Georgia 
and North Carolina as in IIlinois and Iowa no 
one could have foretold the result in those 
States with certainty. They would have been 
doubtful States. It may be said that since the 
days of reconstruction in 1966-’67 five of thd 
Southern States would have voted a steady 
majority for the Republican candidates for 
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the Presidency and would have elected a large 
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number of Republican Congressmen. Fur - 
thermore, if the vote had been free and fair 
and every voter could have voted in the South 
as freely as in the North, we should have 
heard nothmg of this Democratic blather 
about Cleveland’s popular majority. If the 
colored Republicans could have freely e.

So far as “home rule is 
concerned there is nothing in the Constitution 
which warrants Congressional interference 
with the suppression of the negro vote in local 
elections. In this outrageously unjust condi- 
tion of things the President has mildly and 
wisely suggested the appointment of a non- 
partisan commission to consider what is beat 
to be done and what course it is judicious to 
pursue. 


DEMOCRATIC WILDCAT STATE BANKS. 

President Harrison forcibly contrasts the 
paper money iu cifculation in the United 
States during the last thirty years with the 
miserable, heterogeneous State bank issues 
preceding it, and which the Democrats seem 
anxious to return to, as a dog to his vomit.” 
He refers to the fact that our money is all na- 
tional money—it may almost be called inter- 
national—and that the note of an insolvent 
bank is aa good and as current as a Treasury 
note, because the credit of the United States 
is behind it. He truly writes that only those 
who in the years before the war nan ay 


the inconvenience and losses attendant upo 
the use of State bank money can app 
ciate what a return to that system involves. 
The denomination of a bill was then often no 
indication of its value, and the purchasing 
power of a bank note often changed so much 
in a single day that people did not dare to 
keep over night the money they received, and 
the issues of the most solvent banks in the 
West could not be used in a journey to the 
East. The President says that changes may 
become necessary, but a national system of 
currency, safe and acceptable throughout tne 
whole country, is the fruit of bitter expe- 
rience,” and he feels sure the people will not 
consent to the reactionary proposal made by 
the Democratic party. He might have added 
that the present system of national currency 
is such an admirable one that the Democrats 
are heartily in favor of 1t, except in theory, 
and would laud it to the skies were it not that 
it is a direct outcome of Kepublican policy 
and instituted as a means of raising funds for 
putting down a wicked rebellion. 

The President indorses the resolution of the 
Republican convention in favor of bimetallism 
as declaring what he thinks to be the true and 
necessary conditions of a movement that has 
his cordial adherence and support. He be- 
lieves in the free coinage of silver at such a 
ratio to gold as will maintain the commercial 
equality of the two coined dollars, and holds 
the one essential condition to be that those 
dollars shall nave and retain an equal accepta- 
bility and value in all commercial transac- 
tions. ‘The dollar is a measure of values, and 
when unequal measures are called in law by 
the same name commerce is unsettled and 
confused, ana the unwary and ignorant are 
cheated. The President states, what ought to 
be a self-evident truth, that dollars of unequal 
commercial value will not circulate together, 
as the better dollar is withdrawn and becomes 
merchandise. And he repeats a former 
declaration to the effect that the true interest 
of our people, and especially of the farmers 
and working people, wko cannot closely ob- 
serve the money market, is that every dollar, 
paper or coin, issued of authorized by the 
government shall at all times and in all its 
uses be the exact equivalent of any other dol- 
lar, not only in debt paying but in purchasing 
power. Also he declares his conviction that if 
we should now act on this subject independ- 
ently of other nations we would greatly pro- 
mote their interests and injure our own. He 
thinks the monetary conditions of Europe 
within the last two years have tended very 
much to develop a sentiment in favor of a 
larger use of silver, and that we can justiy ex- 
pect highly beneficial results from the mone- 
tary conference which is soon to assemble.

THE DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF FREE 
TRADE. 

President Harrison goes straight to the 
point when he says: 

There is not a thoughtful. business-man in the 
country who does not know that the enactment 
into law of the declaration of the Chicago con- 
vention on the subject of the tariff would at once 
plunge the country into a business convulsion 
such as it has never seen, and thereis not a 
thoughtfal workingman who does not know that 
it would at once enormously reduce the amount 
of work to be done in this country by the increase 
of importations that would follow and necossi- 
tate a reduction of his wages to the European 
standard. If any one suggests that this radical 
policy will not be executed if the Democratic 
party attains power what shall be thought of a 
party that is capable of thus trifling with great 
interests? 

Free trade in the abstract is pleasant to 


read about and theorize upon. But the peo- 
ple are more concerned about free trade in 
the concrete and what its effect would be on 
théir interests if the Democratic doctors were 
‘allowed to put their theories into actual opera- 
tion. President Harrison has stated tersely 
that free trade would enormously increase im- 
portations, diminish home production, and 
cut down wages of labor. 

Those,things would follow inevitably. For 
example, if the duties were taken off woolen 
goods the importers who brought in last year 
over forty million dollars’ worth and sold 
them withahigh duty added to ‘their price 
would make their orders three or four times 
larger. In the face of ahigh duty Europeans 
sold forty millions’ worth of woolens last 
year. How many would they’ sell if the duty 
was removed, unless the home-made goods were 
offered for as low a price as the imported 

fones? And that could only be done by cut- 
ting down the wages of the workmen about 
one-half. 

Until the wage question had been settied 
between employer and employé after free 
trade went into force there would be no manu- 
facturing done in the United States, and all 
goods consumed necessarily would be of 
foreign make. During that period employers 
would get no profits and employés no pay; 
but they woukl be fighting one another 
desperately as to what wages under Demo- 
cratic free trade should be. There would bea 
business convulsion such as the country has 
never known orever dreamed of. The tur- 
moil and tumult of thousands of great strikes 


and lockouts would agitate the country from 


ocean to ocean as the storm does the waves. 
Finally the combatants would have to 
make peace, and the workingmen would have 
to accept the low wages offered, because other- 
wise there would be no employment possible 
for them. And before they had been 
forced to accept the inevitable, wages in non-

And Mr. Altgeld might 
have made an arrangement with the Marshal 
of the procession to have it pass by his tall 
building so that the wörkingmen might form 
some kind of an idea of the wealth of their 
candidate. But that might not have been 
safe, for it might have set them to asking 
why a man who was so rich had subscribed 
for only a thousand dollars’ worth of the stock 
of the Worid's Fair, and that too at the very 
last moment, when he had been shamed or 
forced into it. They might have said: A man 
who owns a structure like that, within whose 
walls gold is the ohly legal tender for rent, 
ought to have taken ten thousand dollars 
worth of Exposition stock at least. He must 
be a stingy fellow, and will not open as many 
barrels as we were led to expect. And they 
would also have thought that if the other rich 
men of Chicago had acted toward the great Fair 
as Altgeld had the ground for it would never 
have been broken and the Fair would have 
been starved to death at the outset. And yet

THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH’S CIR- 
CULAR. 

The Illinois Board of Health has issued a 
circular letter to all the transportation com- 
panies doing business within the State calling 
their attention to the law which gives the 
doard charge and authority on all matters 
pertaining to quarantine. The circular cites 
the fact that the danger of conveying the con- 
tagion of cholera and other infectious diseases 
into the interior lies mainly in the immigrant 
and his baggage and other personal effects. 
Hence the board asks the transportation com- 
panies that they will not bring into the State 
of Illinois any immigrant or the personal ef- 
fects and belongings of any immigrant with- 
out having first received satisfactory assur- 
ances that such immigrant and his or her 
personal belongings are free from the danger 
of introducing the contagion. Such satisfac- 
tory assurance shall be the certificate of an 
inspector of the United States Marine Hos- 
pital service setting forth that the individual 
immigrant has been under observation for a 
long enough time to determine that he or she 
has not the germs of cholera in the system, 
has been properly vaccinated against sinall- 
pox, and that the personal effects have been 
disinfected; also that in the professional 
judgment of the inspector the immigrant and 
belongings are free from any danger of con- 
veyiug contagion or infection to others. 

The doard guarantees that transportation 
companies which pledge themselves to the 
foregoing shall be subject to the minimam of 
detention and interference should it become 
necessary to establish quarantine regulations 
on the borders of this State. But in such case 
the trains or vessels of any company which 
deciines or neglects to conform to the require- 
ments shall be stopped at the State line and 
not allowed to enter the State until the passen- 
gers have been subjected to the necessary pe- 
riod of observation and the contents of the 
train or vessel subjected to the proper processes 
of disinfection. And should it become neces- 
sary to promulgate these rules ana regulations 
for the protection of the public health the ser- 
vices of State and municipal officers and the 
codéperation of the Federal officers will be in- 
volved, 

It is understood that the Board of Health 
does not wish to issue a quarantine proclama- 
tion, and will not issue one unless compelled 
todoso. The transportation companies can 
obviate this necessity if they will, and the best 
step they can take in this direction will be to 
notify the board that they have determined to 
take due precaution against the introduction 
of cholera into the State over their lines. 
This will be to their own interest, not only to 
avoid quarantine restrietions, but because 
their business must suffer should an epidemic 
occur. The board will hold a special meeting 
within the next few days, and should be by that 
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but could not see their way clear. The advocates

This is an effort to catch the votes of the 
Georgeite single-tax men without driving 
away those who are opposed to their confisca- 
tion theory. The single-taxers want to lay 
hands on the rental value of all land; not 
merely of that which its owner has suffered to 


lie unimproved. They say to the Kane County 


farmer who has worked his farm for fifty 


years that he must pay over to the State what 
would be the rental value of his land if it had 
no improvements on it. This of cuurse de- 
stroys the capital vaiue of the land, so that it 
would sell for nothing. Mr. Altgeld wants to 
make people who have a prejudice against 
those who leave their land unimproved until 
it has risen in value from increase in popula- 
tion and manufactures believe that the single- 
taxers are after those individuals only, while. 
in reality they are after the owners of all the 
country farms and all city and town lots. 

Take Altgeld’s own case of unearned incre- 
ment. Some of his real estate has increased 
three, five, or ten fold by virtue of the un- 
earned increment. Why did not some of his 
labor heroes ask him when he would be ready 
to turn over to the public treasury even half 
of it? Mr. Altgeld’s real estate has been eu- 
hanced one or two hundred thousand dollars 
in selling value by virtue of establishing the 
World’s Fair in Chicago, to which he con- 
tributed not a cent for two and a half years, 
but carefully dodged and refused the stock 
subscription agents, and finally when things 
got so hot for him that he had to subscribe or 
get off the ticket he put down his name for a 
beggarly $1,000. How is that for unearned in- 
crement? 

Thus Altgeid’s only recipes for the better- 
ment of the poor are free trade, to lower their 
wages and make the rich richer and them 
poorer, and an intimafion that there may be 
something to benefit them in the confiscation, 
scheme of the single-taxers. Are the farmers 
of Illinois to understand that Mr. Altgeld’s 
party has any sympathy with the plans of the 
Georgeites ? 


OBJECT LESSON FOR PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The Prohibition vote of Van Buren County, 
Mich., has, up to this time, been a fluctuating 
figure. In the Presidential election of 1888 
the Prohibitionists polled 458 votes for Fisk; 
in 1890, for Governor, 542; and in 1891, for 
Supreme Judge, 461. On Monday last, under 
the local option law, the county was carried 
for prohibition by four hundred majority aft- 
eran unusually exciting campaign with the 
liquormea, who spent money freely to win. 
Political issues were sunk out of sight, and 
the anti-liquoriteg won the day. In this local 
election the Republican party was not arrayed 
against the Democratic party. The voters 
went to the polls and voted irrespective of 
old party affiliations as they felt on the only 
question at issue. The four or five hundred 
Prohibitionists in the county, as the case may 
be, voted with some of the members of the 
two great parties in favor of forbidding the 
sale of liquor in the county. If they were to 
continue as they have begun there would be a 
majority of people of that county opposed to 
the sale of liquor. They would then control 
the machinery for enforcement of the dry law. 
The Drys would elect Sheriffs and Judges who 
would carry it out. They would have the ma- 
jority of public sentiment behind them and 
keep Van Buren County “dry of dram 
shops. 

And yet, with just such practical illus. 
trations as that in Van Buren County before 
them, the Prohibitionists of that very county 
will go off this fall and vote for a national 
candidate whom they know they cannot with- 
in five or six millions of votes elect. They will 
thus vote use they want to have a sepa- 
rate political party all to themselves, which by 
itself has never and cannot in centuries to 
come enact any prohibition laws for the 
United States of its own strength. All the 
temperance laws now in existence owe their 
passage to the oid parties, and it always will 
be so. The true policy of the “Drys” is to 
seek to influence members of the old parties 
to codperate with them for local option law, 
and when they depart from that policy and 
fight the old parties and seek to sprawl all the 
United States with a prohibitory scheme they 
squander their influence and lose their op- 
portunity of doing practical good, and be- 
come a useless, impotent organization. It is 
strange thatthe Prohibitionists cannot real- 
ize this, even with such an example as that of 
Van Buren County before them, where by aid 
of members of both the old parties they have 
carried the day on the codperative plan. Very 
few men are going to abandon their own par- 
ties and platforms and merge themselves into 
a little one-idea sideshow organization which 
is in a minority in every county in tae United 
States.

Capt. Rice refused to discuss Capt. Brown’s 
record, but he did say that he had heard that 
Capt. Brown was a fighting man. 

He was very bitter against the police on 
account of the raids at Gartield, and only yes- 
terday we were sitting on the steps of the 
grand stand talking over matters. Brown 
spoke very bitterly and said that he would not 
allow any officer to arrest him.’ He said, in 
fact, that he would shoot any officer who at- 
tem pted his arrest.“ 

Capt. Rice signed the statement he made to 
the police. He wasthen booked as inmate 
ofa gambling-house, and released on bail. 
He will be an importaut witness before the 
Coroner’s jury. 


M’DOWELL’S ANTE-MORTEM WORDS. 


He Says He Was Shot by a Man with a 
Gray Beard and Soft Slouch Hat. 

The following is the ante-mortem statement 
of Henry L. McDowell: 

I, Henry L. McDowell, now lying at the County 
Hospital with full expectation of speedy death. 
declare that I am 30 years old, married, and live 
at No. 321 West Van Buren street. I was with 
the squad under Inspector Lewis at the Garfield 
Park race track this afternoon. After the raid 
apparently was over I heard, as I was com 
down from the grand stand, shooting off to the 
south. I ran in the direction of it. I. found 
several officers there and some colo fellows, 
men and boys, and race track employés. One of 
them, dressed in a gray suit .an 
black slouch hat, had a big revolver in 
his hand. I havesince learned his name is Jim” 
Brown, a race track man. I told bim to put up 
He would not, but turned around. 
I saic: Don't shoot! don’t shoot! He pulled 
the trigger, but it wouldn't go off. Again I told 
him not to shoot, but he fired. He fell on his 
knees, but got partly up agers. I did not see him 
shoot the other officer. The man with the gray 

slouch hat—that is the man who

„ DID M’DOWELL KILL BROWN? 


Probably, but Officer William Jones Thinks 
He Fatally Shot the Texan. 

From all the facts that could be gleaned the 
mortal wound inflicted on Brown appears to 
have been fired by Officer McDoweil, although 
Officer William Jones of the Maxwell Street 
Station believes he is the man who fired the 
shot which laid the horseman low. He says 
that after he heard the shooting in front of 
the houses on either side of the alley he saw 
Brown turn into.the mouth of the alley from 
the street with the smoking revolver in his 
hand. ; N 

„% When he saw me he raised his weapon, 
and I fired in self-defense. Before the smoke 
had cleared away I saw Brown leap into the 
air and heard him cry out. Then he stag- 
gered toward the fence and hid behind the 
boards. When other policemen came up I 
hurried to where he was with his . revolver 
still clutched in his right hand and his finger 
on the trigger. I cannot say for certain that 
my shot was a fatal one.” sch 

The contractor who is building the new 
house behind which Brown was killed says 
that he is positive that McDowell fired the 
shot which settled Brown, as the two men fired 
together and both fell in their tracks. Mc- 
Dowell himself could tell nothing about it, 
although he made a statement after he was 
taken to the County Hospital. He said noth- 
ing in it about having shot Brown, but he was 
in bad shape when telling his story and was 
rapidly getting under the influence ot chloro- 
form being administered by the surgeons, 
who decided that 2 operation was necessary 

ve the man’s life. 
* Rice says he is positive that McDowell 
fired the shot which ended Brown’s career, as 
he saw them both shoot simultaneously and 
fall at the same time. There were three bullet 
wound? in Brown’s body when he was sent to 
the morgue, one near: his heart, one in his 
shoulder, and another in his thigh. Two of 
the wounds were made by officers who opened 
a general fusiliade at the house and against 
the fences, in and behind which Brown at- 
tempted to find shelter. 


SAD SCENES AT POWELL’S HOME. 


The Widow, Sister, and Child Nearly Dis- 
tracted with Grief—The Officer’s Record. 
Groups of policemen and neighbors stood in 

front of Officer John Powell’s modest little 
home at No. 358 Center avenue last night 
and talked in low tones. Occasionally one or 
two of them would quietly walk up-stairs 
to the little flat and exchange a word 
with the weeping people there. The dead 
man's body, all except the head, covered with 
a sheet, rested on a stretcher in the front 
room. The tace was not distorted and its 
ashy whiteness was exaggerated by the powder 
marks on the chin. The bullet wound in the 
chin was covered with a piece of flesh-colored 
plaster. 

‘Ihe officer’s sister sat beside the body weep- 
ing, a little child of 7 wandered in and out of 
the room crying bitterly for her papa, and in" 
another room the widow gave way to lamenta- 
tions. In the last-mentioned room the only 


other child, a baby of 2 months, slept, se- 


renely unconscious of the affliction which had 


befallen the family. } 


Capt. Blettner, to whose command Officer 
Powell belonged, was one of the earliest call- 


ers.

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BROWN’S SON MOURNS AT THE MORGUE 


He Is Deeply Affected by His A ffliction— 
Something About Brown’s Career, 
When Brown’s body was taken to the 
morgue the officers found in his possession a 
wallet containing $7,040 in currency. The 


crowds that assembled around Garfield. Park 


and the prairie after the news of the shooting 
got abroad broke up when the last patrol 
wagon had departed bearing away the body of 
“Jim” Brown. Many followed the wagon to 
the morgue, and there were scores of curious 
seekers for admission to the dead-house to 
gaze upon the remains of the man who dared 
to give battle alone to one-fifth of the Chicago 
police force, 

Two visitors came who were not actuated 
by curiosity. One was a tall ybung man, the 
other was 4 young woman who leaned on his 
arm. The boy gazed at the features of the 
dead man an instant and then in piercing 
tones uttered the word Father!“ He show- 
ered kisses on the lips and expressed his grief 
in a way that was heart-rending. was Ed 
Brown, son of the Texas horseman, and the 
woman who accompanied him was his wife 
who was equally demonstrative of her grief. 
A friend led them away after the young man 
had made inquiries as to methods he 
should employ to gain possession of his fa- 
ther’s remains. 

Brown was 53 years of age and had been on 
the turf since boyhood. Engaged in business 
with him at one time was J. I a noted 


character of Fort Worth, Tex. But the part- 


ner in the firm of J. M. Brown & Co., as it 
has flourished recently, was Judge Robert 
Mc(Cart of Fort Worth, who is now in New 
York. He received information of the tragic 


interests here protected. The 
Brown stable has been one of the most 
rosperous as well as one of the largest in the 
est for several years past. Brown was its 
active manager. Among some of the best- 
known horses in the stable's string are D. W. 
Johnson, Julius Sax, Borealis, Littie Billy, 
Tom Elliott, Sam Farmer, Johnetta, Red 
Banner, and Haydee. The stable won $19,300 
at the last meeting of the Washington 
Park club. Brown was popular in turf circles, a 
heavy better, and his honesty was never ques- 
tioned. His Texas career is known to every- 
body on the turf in the Nerth. It was gener- 
ally understood that he had killed ,a dozen 
men in his time. He did not look the desper- 
ate man. He was small of stature, but active 
and wiry, and did not look to weigh much 
more than his jockeys. He was a 
familiar figure at the local tracks, 
having officiated as timekeeper 
in other itions at different times. 
He was Sheriff of Lee County, Tex., for eight 
or ten years and it was with entounters with 
desperate characters in his official capacity 
that he has made so many men bite the dust. 

But for some reason or ofher one of his 
latest acts of violence in Texas had been 
deemed by the authorities of that State 
to be worthy of punishment, and Gov. 
Hall endeavored to secure a requisition 
from Gov. Fifer early this year to have him 
brought back to Texas and stand trial for al- 
leged murder, The Governor refused to 
honor requisition papers on evidence offered 
and on representations made that enemies of 
Brown only wanted to get him back to Texas 
in order to find an opportunity to put 
him out of the way. fforts were also 
made to lure Brown to other States, 
and particularly to New York, where it 
was believed that Gov. Flower would honor 
a requisition made by Gov. Hall, but Brown 
was cunniny and has been steadily in Chicago 
since May. Brown had a wife and five chil- 
dren. Two of his sons were in Chicago, Ed, 
who called at the morgue, and Galen, who was 
in the timekeeper’s stand at Hawthorne when 
he heard of his father’s death and is said to have 
threatened vengeance. The son who called at 
the morgue had nothing but grief in his heart, 
and when questioned had nuthing to answer 
but words of affection for his father and sor- 
row at his death.. 

Among sporting men there are some who 
— to think that the killing of Brown is 

ut the beginning of a long series of trage- 
dies, contending that his friends in Texas will 
avenge his death, but a Fort Worth man, who 
was in the city last night, said there was no 
danger of anybody picking upa quarrel on 
account of yesterday’s events. 

The general opinion expressed around town 
and all sporting headquarters last night was 
that Brown had 
been whipped. Even the Gartield officials say 
they had urged every owner and employé of 
the track to dispose of their weapons and 
keep within the law. 


WHAT MEMBERS OF THE CLUB SAY. 


They Throw Out Hints of Something Back 
of the Raids, but De Not Give Details. 
“The police had been trying for some days 

to create a riot, and were angry because dur 

submission to them under the most exasper- 
ating circumstances gave them no excuse for 
shooting and bloodshed, said Sam Dahl, one 
of the coolest and quietest members of the 
Garfield Park’club. > “‘We knew what they 
were after and submitted to insult and out- 
rage, for we felt that in the end we could ex- 
pose their scheme and brutal methods and 
show to the public that the pretenses 
of morality and public welfare on the part of 
McClaughry and his men were nothing but 
sheer hypocrisy and inspired by gain. The 
revelations in the police court this afternoon 
were but the opening chapter. Others will 
follow if the fight 1s prolonged and it will then 
be seen who are the blackmailers and confi- 


dence men. * 
Michael C. McDonald was also full of hints 
of revelations to come, but he excused himselt 
from making any sensational statements by 
saying that his lawyer did not want 
him to talk. This, however, did not 
prevent him from making many caustic ref- 
erences, which were not difficult to be under- 


stood, although indirect in application. 


But if the heads of the Garfield Association 
were reticent, there were others in the club- 
rooms who were not, and they freely talked, 
but probably more than what they knew. 

Said one: It is known that a certain law 
office in the City Hall was receiving $1,000 a 
month for permitting craps and policy shops, 
conducted by certain people, to have full 
swing a few months ago.

A contract between the West and South 
Towns Street railway company and the Chi- 
cago Railway Construction company has 
been signed, which provides for the construc- 
tion of a double track railway on Twenty- 
second street from Grove street east to West 
Fortieth street, and continued on Lawndale 
avenue from Twenty-second to Thirty-fifth 
streets. An order has already been placed for 
the iron, and before November the four miles 
of double track indicated is to be laid. The 
rails to be used are the Johnson girder seven- 
inch style, and will weigh cighty pounds to the 
yard. They will be laid with electric connec- 
tions 4o that trolley service can be used, The 
railway company, of which E. L. Bonney is 
President, and L. E. McGann, Vice-President 
and General Manager,“Announced to bankers 
and brokers yesterday that it was 
ready for bids on 50,000 of its 
construction bonds, one-half of the issue. 
The e mpany will not decide on its car serv- 
ice and motive power for some time, but the 
probabilities are that the motive power will 
be electricity. The ordinance provides that 
the cars may be operated by animal or cable 
power, electricity, compressed air, or gas mo- 
tor, provided if overhead wires are used the 
main electrical feeders shall be placed under 
ground and connections to the trolley wire 
shall be made through hollow iron pipes. 
The ordinance also provides that the company 
shall have the right to connect its tracks with 
those of the Chicago City Railway company 
on Twenty-second street, at or near Grove 
street, but shall have no right to conatruct 
any trac east of Chicago River on that 
street without the consent in writing of the 
Chicago City Railway company, also that it 
shall have the right to operate its cars over 
tracks not owned by it upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon between 
the companies owning such tracks. The rail- 
way company will no doubt immediately 
avail itself of the privilege of leasing the 
City railway line on  ‘Twenty-second 
street from the bridge east to State 
street. In that case it would have a direct 
connection with the State street cable, instead 
of an .indirect connection, by way of the 
Twenty-second street line from the bridge. 
The attorneys of the road take high grounds 
as to the righté of the corporation and claim 
that if a lease can be made of a line running 
to the heart of the city the company would be 
authorized to operate cars over it by tne trol- 
ley system. : 


Articles of incorporation were filed in the 


office of the Secretary of State yesterday by 
the Chicago Union Elevated and Tunnel com- 
pany. This is a company which proposes to 
build a railroad from a point in the First 
Ward in the City of Chigago to the western 
limits of the city, with a branch from a point 
thereon between Crawford avenue on 
the west and Western avenue on 
the east, in a northely, northwesterly, 
and westerly direction to the west- 
ern limits of the city, and a further branch ex- 
tending from a point thereon between Canal 
street and Center avenue in a southerly direc- 
tion toa pres between Sixty-third and Sev- 
enty-ninth streets and thence easterly to the 
limits of the city. The company is given a 
liberal capitalization of $17,000,000, and among 
the incorporators appears that of James G. 
Cozzens. Mr. Cozzens said that the scheme 
had been in contemplation for some time, 
but refused to go into details as to the com- 
pany’s plans. Prominent real-estate men sig- 
nificantly class the new road with the numer- 
ous proposed roads. 

The new real estate firm of Henry L. Turner 
& Co. gave an informal reception at its offices 
in the Fullerton Block yesterday afternoon. 
Col. Turner is one of the old real estate men 
of the city and he took the occasion te iutro- 
duce his old business acquaintances to his 
partner, Schiller Hosford of Clinton, Ia.

PLAN OF WORLD’S FAIR MUSIC. 


Choral Director Tomlins Replies to the 
Eastern Criticisms. 
William L. Tomlins, choral director of the 
World’s Fair, was seen at his home on Hinman 
avenue, Evanston, late last evening by 4a, re- 
porter for Tux TrrpuNE concerning the crit- 
icisms Of Damrosch and other New York men 
on the policy of Theodore Thomas in provid- 
ing music for the World's Fair. Mr. Tomlins 
said as his statement would be somewhat of- 
ficial he preferred to give it in writing and 
have it published verbatim. 
The statement as he wrote it and signed it 
is as follows: 
“Tam not in a position at present to dis- 
close fully all the plans of the music bureau 
of the Exposition, still less to speak positively 
as to whom Mr. Thomas will invite to appear 
and whose applica‘ions he will respond to, but 
I can speak in general terms of the policy of 
the bureau as it has been outlined to meet the 
requirements of the Exposition and the de- 
mands of a complete art representation. 

A thorough representation of art, as we 
have planned it, will demand the extensive 
services of distinguished European composers, 
representative American composers, great 
soloists, large amateur choruses of different 
grades from all parts of the country, also 
orchestras and military bands. Of these, the 
orchestras, bands, and scloists can with rea- 
sonable notice be had at any time, but the 
amateurchoruses and the distinguished com- 
posers are not so easily secured. The great 
musician will come not only from his love of 
art but also from a desire to confer distinc- 
tion upon the pians of a conductor whose 
work for a ee: time has stood for the highest 
in art and has represented his (the co 
poser’s) works with dignity and truth. Bit 
with a multitude of engagements he, perhaps, 
cannot for a little while teil just when he may 
be able to come, and witha half dozen such 
men it isstill harder to arrange the engage- 
ments so they will not conflict. The same 
idea holds good in regard to the amateur so- 
cieties. Probably 200 or 300 organizations 
will attend, but just when, many of them can- 
not tell. Someof them will not know for 
months yet. 

** Asid> from this it has seemed desirable to 
arrange for the appearance of organizations 
of professional players at intervals during the 
six months of the Fair, for longer or shorter 
engagements, according to their worth and 
the attendant expenses. In Europe some 
artists were honored with an invitation. In 
other cases a previous application on their 
part had been favorably considered, and it 
will be so with reference to orchestras and 
bands and choral societies in the East and 
elsewhere in this country. But necessarily 
there has been delay, and in some instances 
there will be considerably more. After our 
great musicians and amateur societies have 
been placed, located at this date or that, the 
gaps between will be filled up with the various 

rofessional attractions referred to. It would 

im possible to make a positive engagement 
at anything like reasonable terms until a dis- 
tinct date is specified. The gentlemen in the 
East should be more patient and less disposed 
to think evil.“

WAGES PAID IN BRITISH FACTORIES. 


Ditto in American Manufactories—W hat 
Henry Lister of Bradford, Eng., Says. 
Jamestown (N. I.) Journal: The fact is, 
as it has never been stated, that Lister & Co. 
of Bradford are coming here. Henry R. 
Lister & Co., large plush manufacturers of 
Huddersfield, England, are nearly ready to 
commence operations. The walls of, their 
great factory are up. While on this subject it 
is well to quote an interview between Mr. 
Henry Lister and a Buffalo Commercidi re- 
porter as to his reasons for coming here: 
Was the passage of the McKinley law what 
“ee you to remove to this country?’ 
„When the McKinley bill: became a law our 
business was paralyzed, orders were canceled 
from here, {and 90 per cent of our trade was with 
America) the value of ail our stock went down 
and down until the stuff was hardly worth any- 
thing. The result of this depreciation was a loss 
to our 4 —— 8,5 — 000, = — 
ros pects at inning of the second year than 
when the act was We continued busi- 
ness, though at a loss, hoping that the bill 
would be ed and that we could again get 
control of the American market. The — of 
the second balance sheet was so much worse than 
that of the first that father and I at once decided 
to try America. I wrote to a friend in Buffalo as 
to the prospect here and he cabled me to come 
over at once, which 1 did. After looking over 
various localities we decided to locate in James- 
town. 
“How do the wages paid in your business in 
England compare with those paid here?’ 
A warp dresser that we paid 32 shillings, which 
is $ your money, I found working in a mill here 
and receiv 50 aweek. This is a difference 
of 60 per cent in favor of America. I find that un- 
skilled men laborers in mills in this country earn 
from $6 to $9 per week, while in England they do 
not earn $ a week. Loom fixers with us are paid 
on the average $ per week, while here I find the 
same men are receiving $12 to $15 per week. Men 
weavers with us will earn less than % per week, 
while here they are earning $9 to $10. Young 
help, such as girls and boys engaged in spinning 
— similar oceupations,. earn from $1.50 to 
$2.25 per week in England; they are paid from $4 
to $ for the same work in this country. I find 
similar differences in all branches of factory 
work. inshort you are paying in this country 
for the kind of labor employed in my business 
from 50 to 100 per cent more than we paid in En- 
land.” | 
6 How doés the cost of living here compare with 
that in England?’ 


„My observation is that it does not cost a work- 


ingman aay more to live in this country than in 
England. if indeed it costs as much.” 
“Please be more specific? ; 
„Meat is cheaper, eggs are cheaper: so is but- 
ter, cheese, flour. fruit, and vegetables. The finer 
ades of clothing I find are higher here.than in 
zugland, but in the more ordinary grades used 
by the masses there is little, if any, difference. 


“What do yon find as to the domestic and 
social conditions of our work people as compared 
with those of England?“ 

„There is no comparison in this respect. Here 
the working people enjoy not only the necessaries 
of life, but many of its luxuries, while on the 
other side the majority of them have difficulty to 
meet their pressing necessities. Their houses, in- 


stead of being separated and having a space 


about them as yours have, are mostly built in 
rows close ether, four rooms to the house. 
When I came here and saw the comfortable quar- 
ters occupied by your work-people I could not 
help thinkin taman leaving the conditions 
existing on the other side and acquiring those 
here must feel this country to be heaven. 

„This being the case can you account for the 
fact that so many of the foreign workingmen on 
coming here unite 1 — — 5 party, 

ich is the party of free trade? 
ak I cannot, unless upon the theory that they do 
not understand what they are doing. Free trade 
in this country, of a material reduction of the 
present tariff, is as sure to reduce the rates of 
wages as the sun is to rise tomorrow. We cannot 
compete with English manufactures | and pay 
$13.50 a week to warp dressers (which is the rate 
here), while English competitors pay only & per 
week for the same work, and a corresponding dif- 
ference in other departments, unless the govern 
ment through the tariff protects us against the 
cheaper rates abroad. Ireland furnishes a 
good example of what might be expected here 
with free trade. Before free trade was forced 
upon it by England there were extensive cotton 
manufacturers in Dublin, giving employment to 
18,000 people; large calico works at Balbriggan, 
flannel mills at Rathdram, blanket manufactur- 
ers at Kilkenny, ete. Free trade enabled En- 
giand to flood the Irish market with these goods, 
and the result was that these industries, and

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MUST REDUCE RATES. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC MAKES THE 
CANADIAN PACIFIC FIGHT. 


No Attention Is Paid to the Inter-State 
Commerce Law by Huntington“ Roads 
~American Shippers and Manufactur- 
ers Are Greatly Discriminated Against 
—An Interesting Statement of Facts by 
a Leading Canadian Pacific Official— 
Railroads Injuring the World's Fair. 


The attitude lately assumed by the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway company towards the 
Transcontinental Association has caused the 
Southern Pacific people to raise a hue and 
cry about the Canadian road trying to ruin 
American lines by taking advantage of its im- 
munity from prosecutiom® under the Inter- 
State Commerce law. Nothing could be 
further from the truth,” said a prominent 
Canadian Pacific official yesterday. The 
fact is, the reason the Canadian Pacific has 
determined to cut loose from the Transconti- 
nental Association and reduce the tariffs is 
that the Southern Pacific has beer violating 
tne Inter-State law. The Canadian Pacific 
does not want to engage in & war of 
rates by which many friendly lines in 
no way involved in the controversy 
would suffer. It wants to obey the laws of 
the United States relative to the transporta- 
tion of inter-State commerce. This it cannot 
do without abandoning the field as long as the 
Southern Pacific persists in occupying its 
present position. This defiance cunsists in 
carrying merchandise imported from foreign 
countries between New Orleans and Pacific 
Coast points at rates, in many cases, iess than 
one-half what it ch for carrying like 
commodities similar distances for domestic 
manufacturers and shippers.° . 

“The Canadian Paci transcontinental 
freight traffic—domestic—is affected by the 
rates made by the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific from British and continental ports to 
Pacific coast pcints, because shippers in 
British Columbia avail themselves of those 
through rates, and the Canadian Pacific is 
compelled to meet them in connection with 
this particular traffic, and thus discriminate 
against the Canadian manufacturers and 
shippers in the same measure that the 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacitie are now 
discriminating against the American manu- 
facturers and 73 

The Canadian Pacific has done everything 
in its power to persuade the Southern Pacific 
to stop its discriminating practices, but has 
thus far failed. It has therefore given notice 
of its intention to apply the same rates on 
domestic commodities as are charged on im- 
ported ones of like character. 

Upon looking over this matter I find that 
while we might be going to the relief of ship- 
pers in the tern States, especially those of 
the large cities of New York and Boston, we 
could not help those doing business in the 
Southern, Southeastern, and Central States, 
owing to the comparatively high tariff or arbi- 
trary rates American connecti lines will 
charge on traffic which we might desire to in- 
clude under any reduced schedule of through 
rates. In many cases these arbitrary rates 
would absorb all or nearly all of such reduced 
through rates, leaving the Canadian Pacific 
little or nothing for its service. We believe 
that the Southern Pacific should be compelled 
tu cease violating the law by reducing the 
rates on domestic business to the level of 
those on impo goods, or charging the 
same on the latter as are charged on the 
former.”’ 


ARE WORKING AGAINST THE FAIR. 


Western Roads Establish Prohibitory Rates 
for the Dedicatory Ceremonies. 

In their anxiety to make all the money. they 
can out of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition 
the railroads are ignoring their own interests. 
They are doing their best to hold back the 
crowd of visitors by making exorbitant 
rates. The lines in the Western Passenger 
Association at their meeting held in The 
Rookery ”’ yesterday decided to charge for 
that occasion a rate of a fare and one-third 
for the round trip from points within 350 
miles of Chicago and a one-fare rate for the 
round trip from points beyond 350 miles from 
Chicago, with a minimum charge of $13. As 
but few people from points beyond 350 miles 
of Chicago will come here in October the con- 
cession of a one-fare rate is made for effect 
only. It was only aftera hard struggie that 
the friends of the Fair succeeded in defeatin 
the proposition to make a rate of a fare an 
one-third from all points. 

The roads east of Chicago agreed upon a 
rate of a fare and one-third from all points 
some time ago, and it is this action which in- 
duced the Western lines to make correspond- 
ingly high rates. 

t is the first time im many years that the 
railroads have departed from the established 
rule of making a rate of more than one fare 
for the round trip for an occasion that is at- 
tended by more than 500 people, and this de- 
parture from that rate shows the motive 
which animates the railroads.. The opinion 
prevuils, however, that the designs of the en- 
einies of the Exposition will’ be frustrated, 
and that a few of the lines will cut the rates 
and thereby force all others to make lower 
rates.

The representatives of the passenger depart- 
ments of the transcontinentul rvads are still in 
session at the Grand Pacific Hotel trying to 
stop the existing demoralization in passenger 
rates.

THE FRENCH-CANADIAN Rods. 


Stampede to the States Caused by the Tariff 
—How the Canadian Farmer Pays the 
American Tariff. 

Quzszgc, Sept. 3.—A committee of the Quebec 
Legislature has been inquiring into the causes 
of the wholesale emigration of Frencn Cana- 
dians to the United States. Its task has not 
been completed. Leading French-Canadian 
newspapers have sent Out commissions of in- 


quiry on their own account, while others call 1 


upon the Dominion Government to order an 
investigation. The exodus from Canada at 
large has reached huge proportions, Between 
1881 and 1891 the Dominion Government spent 
$3,000,000 in procuring 850,000 immigrants 
from Europe, chiefly from the British Islands. 
The population in 1881 was 4,325,000. The 
natural increase alone must have been 14 per 
cent for the decade, say 600,000. Adding the 
immigrants, the population ought to have 
shown an increase of a million and a half at 
the census of 1891. Instead of that the actual 
numerical increase was only half a million, 
the total having risen from 4,325,000 to 4,829,- 
000, so that a million persons, Canadian and 
British-torn, vanished across the line during 
these ten years. The hemorrhage from Ice- 
land is scarcely more Wasting. 

Mr. Porter’s bulletins will soon give the 
number of Canadian-born people in the United 
States, but no special notice is taken of the 
British-born who have made Canada a half. 
way house on their way to the States. They 
are put down as natives of Britain, and nothing 
is said of their sojourn in the Dominion. The 
American census, therefore, does not tell the 
whole story of the drain upon Canada, A 

rominent Liberal iu a recent speech in Par- 

iament estimated that there are in the United 
States today no fewer than 2,500,000 persons 
who have abandoned Canada or been born of 
parents who have done so. This is part of the 
price Canada pays for electing to remain at- 
tached to England instead of aliying herself 
with the forces of her own continent. 

French Canada, the Province of Quebec, 
suffers more than any of the English-speak- 
ing provinces. The three maritime prov- 
inces, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
Prince Edward Island show a lower 
age of increase, . possess coal, iron, 
lumber, gypsum, and fish, with here and there 
stretches of rich farming land like the Annap- 
olis Valley; nevertheless the percentage of 
increase in the population from 1881 to 1891 
was only 1.17. Their aggregate population in 
1881 was 871,000; in 1891 it was 881,000. On 
the other hand the percentage of increase in 
Quebec was 9.53. But m Quebec the natural 
expansion from births is probably higher 
than in any other part of the world. The 
province receives few immigrants from Eu- 
rope. Now and then a family comes 
from France or Belgium, and occasionally per- 
sons from Britain settle in the Eastern town- 
ships, the English-speaking section, or in 
Montreal; but, speaking roughly, the entire 
gain in French Canada comes out of her own 
loins, and year after yearshe sends a vast 
swarm of her offsprmg to New England. 
Early marriages have always been encouraged. 
When Colbert was Minister of France and 
Talon Intendant of New France an elaborate 
policy of promoting growth of population was 
put in force. Young girls, selected by the 
Bishop of Normandy in the rural districts 
near Paris, were sent out as wives for the 
colonists. The nuns received them on their 
arrival, and the settlers and soldiers could 
pick and choose. The rls were in 
great demand; in 1665ab of 100 arrived 
on Oct. 7, and by the 29th all had been mar- 
ried. Care was taken to send none but peas- 
ant girls; strong, healthy, used to laboring in 
the fields, and of good moral character. 
common notion that the riffraff of Paris was 
dumped into the colony is a mistaken one. 
The Democrats 2 t the agricultural 
schedule cf the McKinley act enhances the 
cost of farm products to the American con- 
sumer, because the consumer always pays the 
duty. That schedule affects Canadian prod- 
ucts, and Canadian products only. The 
Canadians may therefore be accepted as com- 
petent witnesses on the question of price, and 
one and all, free traders and protectionists, 
Liberals and Tories, will tell you that the 
duty is paid by the Canadian producer. 
The United States is the only market 
he has for his coarse wares, and if he 
wishes to sell them he must perforce pay 
the customs toll at the frontier. This is not 
a theory, but a fact, verified every day by 
the experience of the Canadian farmer. Ca- 
nadian wheat, cattle, butter, and cheese go to 
Britain, but for horses, barley, sheep, wool, 
beans, railroad ties, potatoes, eggs, poultry, 
flax, hay, vegetables, etc., the sole market is 
the United States, and, as a rule, the price 
obtained for those commodities by the Ca- 
nadian farmer is the American price, less the 
McKinley duty and the freight charges. Isay 
‘*as-a rule, because it sometimes happens 
that there is a scarcity of a certain article in 
the States or a scarcity of it in Canada, and in 
either case of course the Canadian farmer can 
count on getting an abnormal figure. But iu 
ordinary seasons the price in the markets of 
Canada is determined by taking the price in 
the States and deducting the McKinley tol} 
and the freight rate. 

If any Democrat doubts this let him step. 
across the line, and the leaders of the Liberal 
party, Mr. Laurier and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, just as stout tariff reformers and 
free traders as himself, will be happy to give 
him ocular proof. The late Sir John Mac- 
donald, a Tory, used to illustrate the matter 
by taking the case of a farmer who has a fiela 
of barley on the Canadian side of the bound- 
ary line and another on the American side. 
Such cases may be seen along the frontier 
near Rouse’s Point, where New York State 
abuts this province. When the mam carries 
the crop from the American field to market 
he gets the American price for it, but when he 
markets the yield from his Canadian field, 
and he is obliged to sell it in the United States 
or else leave it unsold, he receives the Amer- 
ican price minus the American duty. And so 
with all the other products which cannot be 
sold or will not bear transportation to Britain. 

The French Canadian farmer raises little 
that can be shipped profitably to Britain; al- 
most everything he grows has to be sold in 
the United States, and the McKinley tariff 
therefore hits him hard. Years o Mr. 
Fabre, the Canadian representative in France 
wrote that on the day when Congress should 
shut French Canada up between the interna- 
tional boundary and the North Pole by means 
of a stringent tariff on farm products, the 
French Canadians would begin to leave en 
masse for the States, while those left behind 
would study the question of political union. 

That prediction is being fulfilled. What is 
there left for the habitant who hauls a ton of 
coarse hay to the frontier after he pays the 
cost of pressing, the railroad charges to Bos- 
ton, and the McKinley duty of 47 How can 
he make money by potato-growing when he 
has to pay 25 cents per bushel to secure entry 
to the only available market? Last spring po- 
tatoes from the lower parishes sold in the 
Quebec market for 10 and 15 cents per bushel. 
An attempt has been made to ship Canadian 
eggs to England in order to escape the Mc- 
Kinley duty of five cents per dozen, 
but the experiment has not paid. 
When eggs are selling for 15 and 16 cents 
in the border American towrs the price in the 
Quebec and Montreal markets is 94¢ and 1014, 
but it is better to accept t sum than ship 
to Leadenhall market or to Manchester and 
Birmingham. The eggs are a month old be- 
fore they reach the British breakfast table. 
Even with the most careful packing many are 
broken, the English middleman charges an 
exorbitant commission, while the eggs im- 
ported from France, Italy, Belgium, Russia, 
and Norway reduce the price to a figure 
which leaves nothing for the Canadian farmer. 
Formerly the emigrants were young men and 
young women who went to the New England 
factories, but now a considerable sprinkling 
are farmers, with their wives and families, go- 
ing upon the abandoned farms in New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts.

SUPT. KIMBALL TALKS OF THE 


LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 


While He Feels His Men Are Not to Blame 
for the Pierrepont Disaster, He Will 
Investigate the Manistee Station—Im- 
provements to Be Made on the Lakes— 
What Washington Politicians Think of 
Harrison’s Letter—The Government Not 
Interested in the Gilbert Island Seizure. 


Wasuinaron, D. C., Sept. 6.—Supt. Kimball 
of the life-saving service has ordered an in- 
vestigation to be made concerning the. charge 
of cowardice made against the crew of the 
station at Manistee, Mich., on the occasion of 
the foundering of the schooner City of To- 
ledo near Pierpont. Concerning this matter 
the Superintendent today made the following 
statement: 

An examination of the chart shows that the 
scene of the disaster is thirteen miles in a north- 
erly direction from Manistee, and hence I do not 
believe that the crew stationed at the latter place 
could have been engaged in the work of rescue. 
No formal charge has been filed at this office 
22 the crew, however, but for the good of 

o service it has been decided to have a 2 
examination into this matter. Concerning the 
statement that some of the crews at lake stations 
are incompetent, I want to suggest inexperienced 
as a better term. Owing to the low rate of com- 
e aid surfmen, many of our best men 

ave left the service to accept more lucrative po- 
sitions, and the efficiency of the work bas there- 
fore been considerably impaired. But the recent 
action of 8 increasing the pay of surfmen 
from $50 to per month, will probably have a 
salutary effect and we will undou be able 
to get many of our best men back. 
verything possible will be done, particularly 
on the * lakes, to improve the life-saving 
service in every branch. There are forty-five sta- 
tions on the lakes, contai an area of 80,000 
2 miles, and a coast line within the limits 
of the United States of nearly miles. 
Strandings usually occur near the harbors, as is 
shown in the present instance, for the City of To- 
ledo was found bottom up halt a mile from the 
beach at Hopkins’ Pier. near Pierport, having 
struck the outer bar. The situation is so serious 
on the lakes that in some instances it has been 
found impossible to obtain men with any experi- 
ence as boatmen, and common laborers have had 
to be taken.

Wasuindrox, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—

lack of interest tne United States Government 
takes in the matter. The United States has 
no treaty relation with Gilbert Islands. The 
policy of the State Department with reference 
to those islands was defined during the Cieve- 
land administration. The deep concern which 
this government feels in the independence of 
Hawaii and Sainoa, with both of which we have 
treaty relations, was explained by Secretary 
Bayard; but as to the Gilbert and Marshall 
group of islands in the Pacific he showed 
the case to be quite different. Sec- 
retary Bayard had recently been in- 
formed, in the winter of 1885-86 by the Ger- 
man Minister at Washington, that an ar- 
rangement existed between Great Britain and 
Germany whereby those two powers would 
confine their respective insular annexations 
in the Pacific Ocean within ‘defined areas or 
zones, ana that, as the German claim to the 
Caroline Islands had been decided adversely, 
Germany would, instead, take possession of 
the Marshall group, and the intimation was 
distinctly given that Great Britain would ul- 
timately take the Gilbert Islands, as it is now 
reported to have done.

Is IT IN VIOLATION OF THE LAW? 


Publishing Pictures of the Designs for the 
Columbian Half Dollars. 
Washington special to Pittsburg Dispatch: 
The attention of Chief Drummond of the Se- 
cret Service of the Treasury Department was 
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directed a few days ago to the published pict- 
ures in the Chicago newspapers of the de- 
sign for the Columbian half dollars. He has 
taken under advisement the question whether 
the publication of these pictures is a violation 
of the law against counterfeiting. In the case 
of any of the ordinary coins of the United 
States there would be no doubt; but Mr. 
Drummond wanted to give the law relating to 
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the Columbian coin a special examination. 
At the time the new design for subsidiary 
coms was adopted by the mint newspapers 
were warned not to print pictures of them. 
Many of them did print these pictures, 
and the Chief of the Secret Service simply 
— warning to them not to repeat the offense. 
here was no attempt to prosecute them. But 
some day atest case will have to be made as 
an exainple to other publishers. The law is

Details of the Beer War Settlement—Higher 
Prices for Street-Car Stocks—Grain and 
Provision Markets at Chicago Irregular

Saturday’s Close—Corn and Hog Product 
Close Lower—General Commercial and 
Financial News, ~~ 


The Chicago Metropolitan Elevated now bas a 
sum of working capital on hand. 
Yesterday was paid in the first assesement 
on the $10,000,000 bonds. The call was for 2) per 
cent and would on the face realize $2,000,000, but 
as the bends were sold at 90 thé amount collect- 
ed will be $1,800,000, A 40 per cent call has a:s0 
been made on the $3,000,000 stock of the West Side 
Construction company, the company which is to 
build the Metropolitan. That has gathered 
in $1,200,000. The Construction company, 
therefore, has in hand now $3,000,000 in 
cash, a sum which might easily raise expectations 
of some energetic work on the new road. As a 
matter of fact, there is every evidence that ener- 
getic work is gomg on. Purchases of real estate 
along the right of way are being made wherever 
satisfactory agreement can be reached. Survey- 
ors are locating stations and work is being pushed 
in every department. 

There was some activity ‘and fair strength in 
the brewery securities yesterday. Word was 
given out on high authority that all details of the 
settlement are now complete, and that the price 
of beer will actually be raised today. There is 
beginning to be some light thrown on the plan by 
which it is hoped to hold the combination strong- 
ly together. A fund is created by proportionate 
assessment of all the breweries, trom which will 
be drawn heavy fines in every case of a vioiation 
of the agreement. It is believed that the scheme 
of fines agreed to is so rigorous, and the provis- 
ion for the enforcement of the payment so well 
guarded, that the combination will be held firmly 
together. 

onsiderable improvement in the general tone 
of the stock market and other business affairs 
was the result of yesterddy’s dealings. There 
was most decided 8 in some parts of 
the Stock Exc ist. It was an almost fore- 
gone conclusion such would be the result, 
considering the tone exhibited by the stock mar- 
ket at the close Saturday and the fact that no 
di news developed between then and 
the opening.

The stock sold off to 179 and then gradu- 
ally recovered, the closing sale being at 151% for 
the account, with that firmly bid for more. 

North Side stock also showed much strength 
over Saturday's quotations and was less erratic 
than the other cable stock. The opening at 234 
showed an advance of 3 poifits, and from that 
there was a gradual advance of 1% points more. 

A statement of West Side earnings for August 
which is being circulated confidentially shows an 
average daily increase over last year of more 
than $1,000 a day. This is hardly equal to the in- 
crease of 1891 over 1890. when the increase of 
gross receipts for the year was $505,000, but that 
was a comparison of cable operations with horse- 
car operations, and it is hardly to be expected 
that it will be duplicated. Net receipts appiica-

Shipping houses were among the best buyers of 
oats, and it was suggested that deliveries on 
September contracts would not prove unwelcome, 
The month named, which has been at %@e dis- 
count. yesterday crept up to the smallest possi- 
ble shade of discount under October.
